A  man  in  Pascagoula,  Miss.,  says 
he  was  taken  aboard  a  flying  saucer 
by  elephant-skinned  humanoids 
who  subjected  him  to  a  psychedelic 
medical  examination.  He  made  a 
record  about  his  experiences,  telling 
in  good-old-country-boy  straight- 
from-the-shoulder  lingo  just  what 
happened  that  night  of  Oct.  11, 
1973.  He's  also  writing  a  book 
about  it,  on  notebook  paper  in 
longhand. 

After  the  event  happened,  he 
wouldn't  talk  to  newsmen.  Then 
he  decided  to  talk  to  them  without 
showing  his  face.  Then  he  came  on 
with  all  the  ballyhoo  and  even 
appeared  on  the  Cavett  show  and 
on  "To  Tell  the  Truth,"  where  he 
was  correctly  identified  by  the 
panel  as  the  man  who  was  taken 
aboard  a  flying  saucer.  Because  he 
looked  like  the  kind  of  guy  that 
would  happen   to. 

Is  this  for  real?  Can  this  be 
happening?  It  was  reported  Dec.  15 
on  an  NBC  news  special:  "UFO's  - 
Do  You  Believe?" 

On  that  program,  aviation  expert 
and  writer  Philip  Klass,  who  has 
written  science  fiction  under  an- 
other name,  jovially  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  whole  thing  is 
a   hoax. 

Astronomer  J.  Allen  Hynek,  for- 
mer scientific  consultant  to  the  Air 
Force's  Blue  Book  project  for  UFO 
studies,  said  there  is  no  doubt  in 
his  mind   that  the  Pascagoula  man 


had  some  sort  of  real  and  terrifying 
experience. 

I  should  have  mentioned  that 
the  incident  involved  two  men. 
Like  twin  brothers  separated  at 
birth  who  grow  up  to  be  minister 
and  rapist  respectively,  the  two 
men  who  claim  to  have  been  taken 
aboard  the  saucer  have  gone  in 
opposite  directions  as  far  as  publi- 
city is  concerned. 

The  other  fellow,  a  little  younger 
and  with  sideburns,  went  back  to 
his  job  but  later  went  into  the 
chicken  business  with  his  wife.  He 
has  been  running  his  own  little 
spread  and  getting  along  pretty 
good  while  he  gets  his  head  together. 
He  says  he's  a  lot  better  now. 

What   kind   of  hoaxter  is  that? 

The  NBC  program  came  to  no 
definite  conclusions  except  that, 
in  the  last  analysis,  belief  in  flying 
saucers  is  a  matter  of  -  well  - 
belief. 

NORAD  AND  UFO'S 

The  program  didn't  go  into  the 
often-asked  questions:  "Why  don't 
UFO's  show  up  on  radar?  Why 
doesn't  NORAD  pick  them  up? 
What  about  the  Smithsonian  sky 
cameras?" 

These   questions   have   been  ans- 
wered many  times.  Hynek  answers 
them.  The  Symposium  on  Unidenti- 
fied Flying  Objects  held  before  the 
Committee   on    Science  and   Astro- 
nautics in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on   July    29,    1968   answered 
them. 


NORAD  is  programmed  to  ignore 
radar  sightings  that  don't  show  the 
characteristics  of  ballistic  missiles 
heading  our  way.  It's  that  simple. 
A  subroutine  could  be  programmed 
into  the  computers  easily  enough 
to  extract  UFO  blips  for  study, 
but  the  Air  Force  has  never  ad- 
mitted   to   doing   this. 

And  the  Smithsonian  sky  cameras 
may  well  photograph  UFO's  all  the 
time,   but   the   Smithsonian  is  not 
looking  for  UFO's.   Anything  that 
doesn't   look   like   a   satellite  is  ig- 
nored. 

Listen,  the  whole  UFO  scene  is 
getting  much  weirder  nowadays. 

When  the  Condon  report  tried 
in  1968  to  clamp  a  lid  on  the  sub- 
ject, a  lot  of  people  thought  that 
would  be  the  end  of  it  all.  The 
Air  Force  even  closed  down  Project 
Blue  Book  after  20  years  of  UFO 
featherbedding. 

THE  BLUE  BOOK  THEOREM 

Hynek's  book,  The  UFO  Experi- 
ence, his  first  book  on  UFO's  after

platters  buzzing  cars  or  aircraft,  the 
standard  "Blue  Book  Theorem,"  as 
Hynek  calls  it,  was  applied.  That  is, 
each  UFO  was  identified  as  some- 
thing conventional,  something  harm- 
less  and  ordinary,  something  that 
wouldn't  make  work  for  Blue  Book. 

Like  the  thing  chased  by  Ohio 
patrolmen  70  miles  from  Ohio  and 
into   Pennsylvania   at  speeds  some- 
times  up   to    105   miles   per  hour. 
Several   other  patrolmen   in   other 
cars  saw  it.  It  looked  like  "an  ice 
cream   cone   with  a  partly  melted 
top,"  an  obvious  Freudian  descrip- 
tion. But  Blue  Book  didn't  seize  on 
that.  They  were  never  much  good 
at    psychiatric    examinations.    The 
farthest    they    would    go    in    such 
strong  cases  was  to  report  the  ob- 
server as   unreliable,   except  when 
the    observer    was    a    law    officer, 
because  it  wouldn't  have  been  "poli- 
tic." 

They  didn't  try  that  with  the 
Ohio  patrolmen.  After  about  five 
minutes  of  phone  conversations, 
Hynek  reports,  Blue  Book  dismissed 


"Some  have  hinted  that  Blue  Book  was  merely 
a  cover  project  for  an  even  more  secret  CIA  UFO 
study.  Once  I  wouldn't  have  believed  it.  Today  if 
you  told  me  aliens  from  space  were  in  control  of 
the  White  House,  I  would  not  reject  the  idea  out 
of  hand." 


20  years  of  study,  criticizes  Project 
Blue'  Book  in  stern  language.  Blue 
Book  did  not  study  UFO's  as  the 
Air  Force  claimed.  Blue  Book  did 
not,  at  least  in  its  later  years,  even 
try  to  find  out  if  UFO's  were  a 
threat  to  national  security. 

There  was  an  officer  on  each  air 
base  assigned  to  study  sightings  re- 
ported to  the  Air  Force,  in  addition 
to  his  regular  duties.  You  can  ima- 
gine how  much  fun  it  was  to  be  a 
UFO  officer.  Sort  of  like  Permanent 
Latrine  Orderly. 

In  just  about  all  cases  of  UFO 
sightings,    whether    of    anomalous 
lights  in  the  sky  or  close-up  sightings 
of  things  like  giant  cigars  and  table 


the  case  as  a  satellite-and-star  sight- 
ing. This  .was  the  solution  of  the 
case  as  far  as  Blue  Book  was  con- 
cerned. 

Only  after  Congressional  pressure 
did  the  head  of  Blue  Book  fly  to 
Ohio  and  interview  two  of  the 
major  witnesses  of  the  event.  But 
he  stuck  to  the  Venus  explanation 
as  the  solution,  even  though  the 
patrolmen  had  seen  both  the  UFO 
and  Venus  in  the  sky  at  the  same 
time. 

None  of  this  story  was  told  on 
the  NBC  program. 

As  Hynek  says  in  his  book,  most 
of  the    12,000  cases  "studied"  by 
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Feedback

Upon  learning  that  the  opening 
track  of  this  LP  is  a  duet,  I  realized 
that  Barry  Miles  had  arrived.  Simple 
as  that.  "Buck  Rogers''  will  take 
you  to  the  other  side  of  the  moon 
and  back  in  just  5:06.  That's  a 
world's  record,  I'm  sure.  A  gem 
of  a   record,   to   be   precise. 

For  the  uninitiated,  Barry  Miles 
is  a  gifted  twentieth  century  com- 
poser   and    keyboardist    extraordi- 
naire  who's   been   busy   massaging 
East  Coast  jazz  ears  for  years. 

Last    season's    awesome    release, 
"Scatbird"  (with  its  novel  approach 
to  scat  singing  in  this  age  of  musica 
electronicus),  earned  him  solid  cre- 
dentials  among  sophisticated  rock- 
ers as  well.  The  only  sensible  thing 
to  do  now  is  spread  the  good  news. 

Miles'  current  band,  with  Terry 
Silverlight  drumming,  guitarist  Bill 
Washer  and  bassman  Harvie  Swartz, 
consistently  uncorks  original  music 
-  fluid  as  anything  being  consumed 
these  days.  It's  downright  infectious! 
Energy  abounds  throughout,  so  ra- 
ther than   dissecting  this   one,  let 
your  mind  find  its  own  way,  fare- 
well to  critics'  say.

BRIDGE  INTO  THE  NEW  AGE/ 
Azar  Lawrence/Prestige  Records 

We    listen    to    so    much   hybrid 
music  today,  myself  included,  that 
we   tend   to   ignore  records  which 
do  not  quite  fit  the  mold.  Experi- 
encing ■  free   jazz    often    takes   me 
out  whenever  a  musical  rut  threat- 
ens. That's  what  Azar  Lawrence's 
new   LP   is   all   about  -  musicians 
playing  for  the  sake  of  the  music, 
not  the  audience. 

It's  purple,  it's  red,  it's  burning 
yellow.  Musicians  enter  and  exit 
with  consummate  grace.  First,  it's 
Jean  Cam  spellbinding  you  with 
her  vocal  energy,  then  maybe 
Woody  Shaw  or  Billy  Hart.  Sud- 
denly, your  ears  are  vibrating  to  the 
sounds  of  Julian  Priester,  Hadley 
Caliman  and  Black  Arthur  Blythe 
wailing  in  space.  When  the  music  is 
free,  it  tends  to  happen  that  way. 

Azar  Lawrence  is  a  young  saxo- 
phonist to  watch.  I  have  seen  him 
blossom  during  the  past  year  or  so 
with  the  incredible  McCoy  Tyner 
Quartet.  One  listen  to  Tyner's  "En- 
lightenment" LP  will  plant  Azar's 
sound  firmly  in  your  mind.  And 
you'll  dig  the  sound.

WHAT,  WOMAN,  AND  WHO,  MY- 
SELF, I  AM.  Edited  by  Rosalie  Sor- 
rels. Illustrated  by  Liz  Schoeberlein. 
Wooden  Shoe,  1974.  84  pp. 

"Succinct"    is    a   fitting   descrip- 
tion of  this  anthology  of  women's 
poetry  and  lyrics  ranging  from  tra- 
ditional   to    modern.   What   makes 
this  collection  so  good  is  the  way 
in  which  it  presents  the  "cases"  of 
a  diverse  selection  of  authors  includ- 
ing  such   writers   as   Dolly   Parton, 
Sylvia  Plath  and  Dory  Previn,  three 
women  one  would  think  have  noth- 
ing in  common. 

Their   common   ground  lies  not 
in   styles,  but  in   feelings  that  are 
miniportraits  of  the  lives  of  women. 
Although    the    characters    in    each 
miniportrait  are  of  varying  complex- 
ity, the  despair,  confusion  and  bit- 
terness over  their  positions  in  life 
shows    through.    Aptly    communi- 
cated in  some  of  the  works  is  the 
fact   that  women,  as  well  as  men, 
have  been  responsible  for  keeping 
women  down. 

In  Dolly  Parton's  "Travelin'  Man," 
the    heroine   is  victimized   by   her 
mother,  who  runs  off  with  the  hero- 
ine's lover. 

An  even  finer  example  is  Linda 
Koolish's  "My  Neighbor  is  33,"  for 
she  combines  the  victimization  of 
women  by  both  men  and  women. 
She  expects  male  incomprehension 
of  her  feminist  views,  but  does  not 
know  how   to   handle   her   female 
neighbor's  narrow  (limited  to  the 
sex  act)  definition  of  women's  lib- 
eration. 

Traditional  songs,  which  are  old- 
fashioned  in  their  content  because 
of  the  times  they  describe,  come 
across  with  the  same  feelings  of 
betrayal.  "Our  Captain  Cried"  tells 
of  the  girls  left  behind  with  broken 
promises  when  their  lovers  return  to 
the  sea.  A  dishonored,  abandoned 
maid  with  child  is  the  story  of  "I 
Once  Loved  My  Love." 

Notes    of  hope   that   detail   the 
struggle  and  eventual  victory  of  find- 
out   what   a   woman   is   -   what  a 
woman's  place  can  and  should  be  - 
are    typified   by   Denise   Levertov's 
"Stepping  Westward,"  and  the  edi- 
tor's "She  Can  Do  Without  You." 
Not  only  are  these  positive  feelings 
portrayed  in  words,  but  also  in  the 
bold  colorful  illustrations  drawn  by 
Liz  Shoeberlein. 

This  anthology,  a  fine  collection 
of  women's  thoughts  and  feelings, 
would  be  a  good  addition  to  any- 
one's library  and  awareness.  Lever- 
tov's   lyrics,     which    contain    the 
book's    title,    sum    up    its    thrust: 
"There    is    no    savor/more    sweet, 
more   salt/than   to  be  glad   to  be 
what,    woman,/and    who,   myself, 
I   am   .    .    ."

the  Air  Force  are  labeled  "solved," 
but   about    750   are   listed   as  "un- 
known."   This    means    no    conven- 
tional explanations  could  be  found 
that    applied,   though    Blue    Book 
always  intimated  that  there  probab- 
ly were  such  conventional  explana- 
tions somewhere.  They  just  weren't 
sure  where. 

No  further  studies  were  made  on 
the  cases  listed  as  "unknown." 

As  Hynek  says,  science  takes  the 
unknown  as  the  starting  point  and 
goes  on  from  there.  The  Air  Force 
does  it  bass-ackward. 

THE  GREAT  FALLS  CASE 

There   is   an   interesting  story  a- 
bout  the  movie  film  taken  in  Great 
Falls,  Mont.,  which  was  shown  on 
the    NBC    special    and    which    has 
been   studied   by   Blue   Book,  the 
Condon  Committee  and  other  inves- 
tigators.   The   story  is  told  in   the 
book,  VFO's,   Yes!,  by  David  Saun- 
ders* and  Roger  Harkins. 

The  Great  Falls  films  were  taken 
by  the  business  manager  of  a  base- 
ball team  at  a  local  stadium.  He 
happened  to  have  a  movie  camera 
with  him  the  day  he  was  looking 
the  place  over  before  a  game.  A 
secretary  was  with  him.  They  saw 
two  disc-shaped  objects  in  the  sky 
and  filmed  them  with  a  telephoto 
lens. 

The  NBC  program  gave  the  Air 
Force's  explanation  that  the  dots 
of  light  which  appeared  on  the 
film  were  reflected  from  the  wings 
of  two  Air  Force  planes  known  to 
be  in  the  area  at  the  time. 

Actually,  the  planes  would  not 
have  caused  the  dots  on  the  film 
if  they  had  followed  the  normal 
landing  pattern  for  Great  Falls.  This 
was  the  conclusion  reached  by  Ed- 
ward Ruppelt,  organizer  of  Project 

*Saunders  is  a  psychologist  who  was  fired 
by  the  Condon  Committee  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Colorado  team  for  leaking  a 
memorandum  to  the  press  which  had  been 
written  by  the  project  coordinator  of  this 
government-sponsored  UFO  study  team. 
The  memorandum  said,  "The  trick  would 
be,  I  think,  to  describe  the  project  so  that 
to  the  public,  it  would  appear  a  totally 
objective  study  but,  to  the  scientific 
community,  would  present  the  image  of 
a  group  of  nonbelievers  trying  their  best 
to  be  objective  but  having  an  almost  zero 
expectation  of  finding  a  saucer.  " 


Blue    Book   and,   at   the   time,  it's 
chief.  Furthermore,  the  camera  used 
to  photograph  the  objects  was  actu- 
ally  capable   of  resolving   the  jets 
(at  their  known  distance)  into  non- 
point  source  images  on  the  film. 

This  illustrates,  says  Saunders, 
how  Air  Force  explanations  some- 
times sound  good,  but  under  analy- 
sis fall  apart. 

The  really  interesting  part  of  the 
Great  Falls  story,  however,  is  that 
the  baseball  manager  gave  the  film 
to  the  Air  Force  to  study,  after 
showing  it  around  town  some.  Part 
of  the  film  showed  definite  disc 
shapes,  according  to  the  manager 
and  other  witnesses  interviewed  by 
the  Condon  Committee  investiga- 
tors  almost   20   years   later. 

But  when  the  Air  Force  returned 
the  film,  the  part  that  showed  the 
UFO's  to  have  size,  shape  and  spin 
was  missing. 

Some  have  hinted  that  Blue  Book 
was  merely  a  cover  project  for  an 
even  more  secret  CIA  UFO  study. 
Once  I  wouldn't  have  believed  it. 
Today  if  you  told  me  aliens  from 
space  were  in  control  of  the  White 
House,  I  would  not  reject  the  idea 
out  of  hand. 

There  is  more  to  tell  about  the 
Great  Falls  films.  There  is  a  1956 
movie  about  UFO's  you  see  on  TV 
now  and  then.  It  played  here  recent- 
ly, and  is  called  "UFO."  Al  Chop, 
the  Pentagon's  civilian  Public  Infor- 
mation Officer,  who  resigned  after  a 
panel   of  experts   reported   to  the 
Pentagon  that  UFO's  weren't  worth 
the    trouble    of    studying    (sound 
familiar?),  contacted  the  maker  of 
the  Great  Falls  film,  Nick  Mariana, 
to  see  if  they  could  use  his  film  in 
a  documentary  movie. 

This  was  the  same  film  used  by 
NBC,  without  discs,  of  course.  Chop 
did   everything  he   could   to  docu- 
ment the  movie,  a  rather  straight- 
forward   film    when    dealing   with 
actual  cases  such  as  the  buzzing  of 
Washington,   D.C.,   by   myriads   of 
radar    objects    in    1952.   The   film 
has    some    obviously-staged   hokey 
humor   that   is  endearing. 

Saunders  says  the  Great  Falls  film 
shows  genuine  unknowns,  not  jets, 
and   points   out   that   it  would  be 
very  unlikely  for  a  jet  to  hold  the 


same  angle  to  the  sun  relative  to 
the  camera  for  the  entire  17  seconds 
of  the  film. 

The  film  shows  that  the  objects 
were  operating  under  some  sort  of 
power,  and  Mariana  says  he  saw 
them  as  discs. 

If  there  is  such  a  thing  as  an  air- 
tight UFO  case,  says  Saunders,  this 
is  it.  He  also  says,  "Not  merely  to 
have    established     the    reality     of 
UFO's  (two,  anyway),  but  to  have 
done  so  after  17  years  and  on  the 
basis  of  a  case  to  which  the  govern- 
ment is  known  to  have  given  serious  . 
attention,  provided  a  big  argument 
in  favor  of  the  conspiracy  hypothe- 
sis. We  may  begin  to  see  some  of  the 
dimensions   of  this   hypothesis  by 
reviewing  the  way  in  which  the  Air 
Force   got   its   wings  entangled  in 
Nick  Mariana's  film." 

The  documentary  evidence  assem- 
bled by  Chop  for  "UFO"  is  still  in 
a  bank  vault  in   Los  Angeles  with 
seven  feet  of  the  Great  Falls  film. 

ALIENS  ON  ICE 

Strangeness  is  blowing  in  the 
winds   of   time. 

The  National  Enquirer  quoted  an 
official  of  one  of  the  civilian  UFO 
investigatory  groups  to  the  effect 
that  the  government,  after  years  of 
suppression  and  secrecy,  is  going 
to  slowly  break  the  news  to  the 
public  that  we  are  being  visited 
by   aliens   from   space. 

The  story  is  that  the  government 
will  do  this  in  slow  stages  so  we 
won't  panic,  like  the  people  who 
heard  the  "War  of  the  Worlds" 
broadcast   (all  civilians,  natch). 

Presumably  the  final  revelations 
will  be  photographs  of  the  bodies 
of  the  alien  astronauts  from  a 
crashed  saucer  that  have  been  on 
ice  for  20  years.  That's  how  long 
that  rumor  has  been  going  around. 

It  was  recently  updated  by  a  pro- 
fessor at  a  Florida  University  who 
says  he  heard  it  as  late  as  1965  from 
a  guard  at  the  airbase  where  the 
bodies  were,  though  whether  these 
were  the  same  bodies  I'm  not  sure. 
I've  heard  the  number  12  mentioned. 

The  story  goes  that  Barry  Gold- 
water  wanted  to  see  what  was  in  the 
hangar,  but  they  put  him  off.  When

"I  started  playing  guitar  -  what 
I'd  call  playing,  three  or  four  pieces 
-  when  I  was  about  fourteen  years 
old.  Then  I  went  out  playing  for 
parties  and  they  discovered  I.  was 
playing  pretty  good  and  they  got 
me  set  up  and  playing  for  suppers, 
Saturday  night  dances.  You  give 
one  tonight  and  the  next  night  some- 
body else'd  give  one. 

"I  was  the  only  guitar  player  and 
they  wouldn't  have  no  strain  in  get- 
ting me,  so  you'd  give  it  tonight  and 
the  next  fellow  the  next  night.  So 
that  kept  me  busy  every  Saturday 
night.  Then  I'd  go  right  back  and 
play  for  the  White  dance  on  Sunday 
night  and  then  go  to  the  field  on 
Monday  at  dawn." 

Busy    as   Mance    Lipscomb    has 
been   in   his   life,   he   certainly   de- 
served  the   tribute   he   received  in 
Austin  on  Nov.  14  when  the  Ritz 
Theater  hosted  a  benefit  for  him. 
Since  his  stroke  last  spring,  Mance 
has  needed  extra  care  and  supplies 
which  the  income  from  his  subsis- 
tence farm  cannot  pay. 

About  400  blues  fans  showed  up 
and  were  treated  to  a  laid  back 
evening  of  finger  pickin'  guitars 
played  by  Bill  Neely,  Bukka  White, 
and  Juke  Boy  Bonner,  as  well  as  a 
surprise  appearance  from  Robert 
Shaw  (who  had  just  returned  from 
a  week  of  engagements  in  Europe) 
and  his  barrelhouse  style  of  piano. 

The    real    star    of    the    evening, 
however,  was  Mance.  Although  he 
can  no  longer  play,  the  audience  did 


get  to  see  one  of  his  last  perform- 
ances on  videotape  via  half  a  dozen 
monitors  set  up  around  the  theater. 
The   footage   was  taken  in  Taylor, 
Tex.,   last   spring   by   the   folks  at 
Taylorvision  and  brought  down  for 
this  special  occasion. 

Another  dimension  was  added  by 
the  showing  of  a  film  by  Les  Blanc 
about  Mance's  life  entitled  "A  Well 
Spent    Life."    This    is   a   beautiful 


portrayal    of    Mance's    home    life, 
shot  in  color  on  location  at  Mance's 
farm  outside  Navasota,  and  includes 
music,  family,  farm  work,  and  philo- 
sophy. 

After  the  film,  Mance  came  out 
on  stage  to  a  standing  ovation.  He 
thanked  everyone  and  added  some 
pearls  of  wisdom  that  can  only 
come  after  79  years  of  country 
life. 

"There's  two  things  school  won't 
teach  you  but  you've  got  to  learn: 
principle  and  pride.  Pride  to  love 
yourself  and  principle  that  you'll 
like  somebody  else  and  treat  them 
like  you  want  them  to  treat  you. 
First  do  right  yourself  and  then 
you  can  expect  someone  else  to  do 
right,  but  when  you  do  any  and 
everything,  any  and  everything  is 
gonna  happen  to  ya.  If  you  get  to 
lovin'  people  and  likin'  people, 
this'd  be  a  better  world.  We  got  to 
love  ourselves  first  and  appreciate 
the  other  fella.  I'm  one  man  who 
likes   everybody.      Why?     Because 


they're  people  and  I'm  people." 

Mance  was  then  helped  off  the 
stage  while  applause  filled  the  hall. 
It  was  a  moment  of  admiration  for 
a  musician  who  has  spanned  so 
many  life  cycles  of  musical  styles 
including  pre-blues  breakdowns  and 
reels,  traditional  ballads,  field  shouts, 
hollers,  and  rural  blues. 

"A  song  that  doesn't  have  any 
feeling,  well,  you  don't  feel  nothing 
from  it,"  said  Mance.  "But  if  you 
hear  a  fellow  sing  a  song  and  it's 
sad  and  lonesome,  it'll  run  through 
you  and  you'll  get  something  or 
other  out  of  it."  Mance  is  a  man 
we've  all  gotten  an  awful  lot  from.

The  Weather  Report 


BUMPY  SKIES,  LIGHT  MORTAR  ROUNDS

"Everyone  talks  about  the  v;ea- 
ther,  but  no  one  ever  does  anything 
about  it. " 

Sooner  or  later,  all  truisms  are 
found  to  be  untrue.  I  intend  to 
expose  the  one  above  for  what  it 
is  -  an  anonymous  quote. 

If  everyone  believes  they  can  do 
nothing  about  the  weather,  then 
no  one  will  try.  Where  would  we  be 
if  people  never  tried  new  ideas  sim- 


ply because  someone  said  it  couldn't 
be  done?  Columbus  would  not  have 
discovered  America.  The  Wright  Bro- 
thers would  still  be  selling  bicycles 
for  a  living.  Etc. 

In  order  to  control  the  weather, 
we  must  radically  change  our  view 
of  it.  Weather  is  more  than  isobars, 
temperature  inversions  and  the  like. 
It  is  a  struggle  for  power  between 
the  warm  southern  air  and  the  cold 
northern  air  (much  like  this  coun- 
try's Civil  War).  The  lines  of  demar- 
cation are  called  isobars.  They  are 


drawn  and  redrawn  by  a  group  of 
UN   observers   called   the  National 
Weather  Service.  Like  all  lines  drawn 
with  the  help  of  the  UN,  there  is 
constant    turmoil   and   fighting   be- 
tween the  two  sides  over  where  the 
lines  should  be  placed.  The  result 
is  the  NWS  must  update  the  boun- 
dary lines  every  eight  hours. 

Looking  at  a  weather  map  and 
staring  at  the  sky,  we  immediately 
notice  that  there  is  no  resemblance 
between  the  two.

with  triangles  sticking  out  of  one 
side  (for  cold  fronts)  or  rounded 
bumps  (for  warm  fronts),  the  real 
thing  looks  more  like  big  dark 
clouds  that  may  move  fast  or  slow 
-  depending  on  the  outside  agitators 
in  this  war  between  north  and  south. 

The  agitators  are  called  high  and 
low  pressure  systems.  They  also 
bear  no  resemblance  to  their  wea- 
ther map  counterparts.  Instead  of 
being  circles  with  big  H's  or  L's  in 
them,  they  are  more  like  high  moun- 
tains and  low  valleys.  They  cause 
confrontations  by  pushing  warm 
and   cold   air  into  each  other. 

This  causes  an  irritating  effect 
much  like  standing  to  someone's 
left  and  tapping  them  on  the  right 
shoulder.  The  person  who  is  tapped 
turns  to  his  right  and  asks  the  per- 
son on  that  side  what  he  wants.  The 
person  on  the  right  denies  tapping 
anyone  on  the  shoulder  and  an 
argument  begins.  (Wars  have  started 
over  sillier  things.)  The  argument 
can  be  seen  and  heard  for  miles 
around  in  the  form  of  thunder  and 
lightning. 

Now  that  we  know  some  of  the 
basics  of  weather,  controlling  it 
should  be  as  simple  as  settling  the 
Arab-Israeli  War.  We  will  not  speak 
in  terms  of  a  probability  of  precipi- 
tation. If  it's  gonna  rain,  we  will 
tell  you  just  that. 

Naturally,    some    tactical    errors 
may    cause   unpredictable   weather, 
but  as  our  knowledge  of  the  habits 
of  the   north  and  south  winds  in- 
crease, we  should  be  able  to  allow 
KPFT    listeners    to   make   weather 
requests    and    dedications.    If  you 
would   like   to  make  a  request  or 
dedicate   the   weather  to  someone, 
send  us  a  postcard  at  419  Lovett 
Blvd.,  Houston,  Tex.,  77006.  We'll 
see  what  we  can  do. 

Weather  reports  can  be  heard  on 
KPFT    throughout    the    day,    but 
in-depth   casts  will  be  given  week- 
days around  1 1:00  a.m.  and  during 
the  Drive  Time  News.

they  finally   let  him  in,  there  was 
nothing  there,  except  some  discon- 
nected refrigeration  equipment. 

These  are  all  rumgrs,  I  freely 
admit. 

Here   is  a  third-hand  report,  or 
rumor  if  you  wish,  that  I  got  from 
a  relative  who  got  it  from  a  friend. 
This   happened   recently    near  Gid- 
dings,  Tex.,  to  a  couple  who  lived 
in   a  house  trailer  in   a  rural  area. 
They  heard  some  sort  of  weird  noise, 
went  outside  to  look,  and  saw  a  big 
glowing  cigar  with  windows  descend- 
ing over  their  trailer.    They  got  in  a 
car    and    drove    to   town.

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KPFT  Destroyed,  Rebuilt  in  30  Days

It  was  like  a  bomb  blast.  You 
might  compare  it  to  coming  home 
some  day,  opening  the  door  and 
staring  in  at  total  emptiness  or 
total  chaos.  That's  what  the  des- 
truction of  the  old  KPFT  studios 
seemed  like  to  those  who  had 
worked  in  those  confines  for  any 
length  of  time. 

It  was  weird,  but  it  happened. 
A  minor  army  of  KPFT  staffers  and 
volunteers  ripped  apart  the  honey- 
comb-like assembly  of  wood  and 
gypsum  framed  studios  which  had 
been  constructed  within  the  large 
plaster-walled  rooms  of  the  old 
Atlanta  Life  Insurance  Building. 

In  the  end,  it  was  nothing  but 
a  pile  of  nail-riddled  lumber  and 
gypsum  rubble  which  had  to  go 
the  same  way  it  came  five  years 
ago:  down  a  flight  of  stairs  or 
down  an  elevator,  out  into  the 
street  and  up  into  a  40-foor  semi 
for  carting  away  to  the  dump. 

It    was   grueling,    dirty    work    - 
scraping    up    tons     of    pulverized 
sheetrock.    And   no   one   got   paid 
for  it,   except   with  an   occasional 
bottle  of  beer. 

It  was  almost  surrealistic.  Out 
in  what  was  once  the  lobby,  where 
the  News  Department  once  ripped 
copy  out  of  the  teletype  machines 
in  frantic  preparation  for  the  Drive 
Time  News,  there  was  nothing  but 
stacks  of  scarred  two-by-fours  and 
huddled  groups  of  battered  filing 
cabinets.  Where  the  volunteer  desks 
once  were,  there  was  a  sea  of  record 
albums  stored  in  boxes  on  the 
floor.  And  from  the  door  that 
once  led  into  the  on-air  studios, 
workers  entered  and  emerged  with 
hair  powdered  white  by  the  gypsum 
dust  floating  in  the  air. 

Meanwhile,  at  419  Lovett  Blvd., 
site    of   KPFT's   new   studios,   the 
exact   opposite   processes  were  oc- 
curring.   Used    lumber    and   stacks 
of  sheetrock  were  being  lifted  up, 
nailed  into  place  and  coated  over 
to   make   new   rooms:   new  honey- 
combs   for    the    tiny    complex    of 
studios  and  offices  that  KPFT  will 
be  moving  into  throughout  January. 
Primarily,  attention  was  focused 
on   the   most   important  area:   the 
air  control  room,  which  had  to  be 
finished    in   time    for   the   transfer 
of    control     equipment      between 


Christmas  and  New  Year's  Eve. 
The  basic  acoustics  and  wiring  had 
just  been  completed  -  with  the 
carpeting,  painting  and  glazing  yet 
to  be  done  -  when  the  bulky 
control  board  was  hauled  into  the 
new  studios.  Station  engineer  Joe 
Bleakie  worked  around-the-clock 
for  two  days  to  link  up  the  myriad 
wires  he  had  unhooked  downtown 
only  a  few  days  before. 

Finally,   at    7:00   p.m.   on   New 

AND,   AT  THE   CORE   OF   IT   ALL    . 


Year's  Eve,  KPFT  returned  to  the 
airwaves   after   six  days  of  silence 
(which   had  been  broken   only  by 
half-hour     nightly     reports     from 
Marty      Manning,      who      slogged 
through    mud-soaked    pastures    to 
do  direct  broadcasts  from  the  trans- 
mitter at  its  site  north  of  Houston). 
The    first   broadcast   from    KPFT's 
new   location   lasted   for  six   hours, 
featuring     a     live     concert     from 
Liberty  Hall  starring  Augie  Meyer 
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and  his  band.  A  highlight  of  that 
evening  came  when  station  manager 
Marty   Manning  got  a  crewcut  on 
stage;   not   a  very   audible   event, 
but   certainly   quite  visual.   (Marty 
had    sold    his    hair    for    donations 
to    the   station   during   the   "Dislo- 
cation   Operation"    of   the    week 
before    Christmas.) 

After  the  promised  concert  the 
station  went  off  the  air  again  while 
some  of  the  finishing  touches  were 
put  on  the  studio  installation. 

Once  the  station  returns  to  the 
air  permanently,  however,  the  work 
still  will  not  be  done.  Only  the 
essentials  have  been  completed  in 
order  to  get  the  main  studios  trans- 
ferred   from     downtown     to    the 

Lovett  house  in  the  shortest  a- 
mount  of  time.  Now  work  will 
have  to  be  done  to  finish  painting 
the  walls,  move  in  the  office  equip- 
ment, set  up  offices,  build  the 
production  studios,  erect  the  studio 
tower,  etc. 

By  no  means  is  the  work  over. 
But    the   most  important  part  has 
been    done.    KPFT   is  now   broad- 
casting, not  out  of  downtown,  but 
from      its      own      home      in   the 
community. 

The    move    was   made    possible 
by  the  "Relocation  Operation"  of 
last    June    (which    raised    the   nec- 
essary money  for  a  downpayment 
on   the   house)  and   -  just   as   im- 
portantly   -    by    the    "Dislocation 
Operation"    held    during    the    ten 
days     before     Christmas,      which 
raised    $6,000    of   a   $10,000   goal 
for    moving    and    construction    ex- 
penses.  Without   the   added   funds 
raised   by   the   "D.O.,"   the   house 
could   have   been   as  useless  as  an 
empty    warehouse;    the    move    un- 
able   to    be    accomplished. 

But  many  generous  people  dip- 
ped into  their  pockets  during  bad 
economic  times  to  show  KPFT 
that,  come  hell  or  high  prices,  they 
still  support  what  the  station  is 
doing. 

Hopefully,    during    the    coming 
year,   KPFT  will  be  able  to  repay 
that    generosity    by    undergoing    a 
regenerative   cycle   which    the  relo- 
cation  is   expected    to   stimulate  - 
a   cycle  which  will  bring  renewed 
energy    and    creativity    to    the   air- 
waves   of    Houston's    listener-sup- 
ported   radio    station.

their  help  in  making  the  sale  a 
success. 

Margie  reminds  all  that  there 
will  be  another  yard  sale  soon  to 
help  generate  money  for  further 
construction  on   the  house.

space  jazz  records  with  the  Banjo 
Kid. 

The  band  even  showed  up  the 
next  day  at  a  staff  meeting  on  their 
way  out  of  town.  They  promised 
to  make  some  tapes  for  KPFT,  so 
I'm  sure  you'll  be  hearing  more 
from  them. 

Gryphon  has  two  prior  English 
imports.  Their  music  runs  the  gamut 
from   accessible   classical,   country 
folk,  to  intricate  rock  ballads. 


TRANSITIONS 

The  major  transition  this  month 
was  KPFT  Radio,  which  moved 
from  618  Prairie  St.  in  downtown 
Houston  to  419  Lovett  Blvd.  (770- 
06).  Word  is  that  the  station  is 
alive  and  doing  well,  thanks  to 
the  help  of  its  many  friends. 

Other  than  that,  things  are  kind 
of  slow  in  the  transitions  depart- 
ment this  month.  Everybody  pretty 
much  stuck  with  it  and  helped  the 
radio  station  through  one  of  its 
more   crucial  periods. 

Two    former    KPFT   staffers   in 
transition  are  Tom  Curtis  and  Rolan- 
do Rodriguez,  both  late  of  the  News 
Department.  Tom  is  spending  more 
of  his  time  on  assignments  for  the 
New  York  Times  and  Roland  has 
gone  on  to  other,  hopefully  more 
rewarding,  duties. 

The  Associated  Press  wire  mach- 
ines resigned  this  month  and  were 
extricated  from  the  station  in  pro- 


test  over   the   station   not   paying 
for   them.    It's    beginning    to    look 
like  the  News  Department  will  have 
to  play  it  by  ear. 

Coming  to  the  station  during 
December  were  Emmett  Ryan  and 
Mike  August.  Emmett  came  to  us 
from  Philadelphia  (whence  also 
came  the  Banjo  Kid  and  one  of  the 
Magnificent  Humpettes)  where  he 
was  Music  Director  and  Production 
Director  for  W.XPN.  You  heard  him 
through  most  of  December  on  the 
2  to  5  p.m.  shift,  but  he  will  be 
switching  with  Michael  Levine  in 
January  to  take  over  the  1 1  p.m. 
to  2  a.m.  shift. 

Mike  August  was  one  of  the 
original  Pacifica  (remember?)  peo- 
ple who  was  around  when  this  gig 
got  started.  He  has  returned  to  be 
station  weatherman  and  promises 
he  will  take  requests  and  dedica- 
tions for  the  weather  during  the 
coming  month. 


Programming  Highlights 


During    the    month   of  January, 
we  ask  that  you  bear  with  us  as 
we  pour  the  station  into  the  new 
mold  we  have  built  for  it  and  see 
how  it  shapes  up.  You  won't  hear 
any  immediate  changes  in  the  sound, 
as  most  of  the  airshifts  and  person- 
nel will  remain  the  same.  But  you 
may   notice   a   great  difference  in 
the  general  feel  of  the  whole  thing. 

Although  we  will  be  on  the  air 
in  the  early  part  of  the  month,  it 
will  be  well  into  the  month  before 
we  get  all  the  pieces  back  together 
again.  Specifically,  the  air  studio 
and  production  facilities  will -not  be 
in  operation  until  a  little  later  on  so 
that  it  will  be  harder  to  produce 
many  of  the  interviews,  special 
features  and  such  which  normally 
characterize  our  format. 

Also,  seeing  as  how  everyone 
on  the  staff  has  had  hammer  or 
crowbar  in  hand  during  the  last 
few  weeks  of  December  (rather 
than  the  traditional  microphone 
and  logsheet),  not  much  of  the 
programming  has  been  scheduled  in 
advance,  as  is  our  habit.  Some 
things  have  been  scheduled,  how- 
ever.
